FORD'S RED HOT ROAST»

Following is the speech made before the 
electric railway committee of the city 
counci) in the franchise fight by F. L. 
Ford, the street car expert, yesterday 
afternoon: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Committee: I am a member of the firm 
of Ford, Bacon & Davis, consulting street 
railway engineers and experts, having 
offices in New York city, Philadelphia 
and New Orleans. I was called here to 
make an examination of the present lines 
of street railway and to prepare estimates 
for Mr. Atkinson of the cost of construc- 
tion of the new franchises on which 
financial arrangements of the company 
could be made. I was previously ac- 
qguainted with none of the officials of 
either company and ‘have made this ex- 
amination and report tn a purely techni- 
cal manner, viewing the whole subject 
merely from the standpoint of a street 
railway engineer and operator. From this 
examination I have at my disposal oper- 
ating and engineering data of both of the 
present companies and of the proposed 
new lines to be built under the fran- 
chises now being applied for. I have 
compared the operation of the present 
lines with that of Hnes in other large 
cities with which my firm has been con- 
nected as engineers, managers or ex- 
pert advisers. The result of this exam- 
ination and comparison has been surpris- 
ing to me. The impression that I have 
always had about ‘Mr. Hurt and his street 
railway system from outside sources was 
favorable. I find, however, upon Iinves- 
tigation, that a number of cardinal prin- 
ciples of correct street railway construc- 
tion and operation have been neglected or 
overlooked by the managers in charge 
of the Atlanta street railway systems. 
In general, Atlanta has a large amount 
track mileage, with a small 
infrequent 
headway. Out of a total of 93.4 miles of 
track, only 14.2 miles is in double track; 
the remainder being single track. There 
are only approximately forty-nine cars 
operated by the Consolidated Street Rail- 
Company on their regular base 
schedule. It is proposed under these new 
franchises to operate forty-four regular 
cars.

“Of these the shopping district is the 
most important because it is the womert 
riders which constitute the profits of 
the street car business, and it is most 
important to cater to their convenience 
Every street car in Atlanta should run 
through the center of this shopping dis- 
trict so as to land the women passen- 
gers directly at the doors of the stores. 
This center is the corner of Whitehall 
and Hunter streets, and it is a glaring 
error of management that the Consoll- 
dated company has but one unimportant 
line crossing this point. It is the inten 
tion of the Collins Park and Belt Ratl- 
road Company to run every car of their 
system through this shopping center, 


No Line Near Depot. 


“At present there is no street car line 
closer than one bluck from the union 
depot and most of them are two blocks 
away. It is the intention of the Collins 
Park and Belt Railroad Company to op- 
erate cars directly past the union depot 
to meet all trains arriving and departing, 
and in this way to carry passengers from 
their houses directly to tht depot door. 
Of course, women passengers appreciate 
being carried direct to their destination 
probably more than men, but I must say 
that on a rainy day it would be a-great 
convenience to obviate that two blocks’ 
walk. 

“Similarly practically all of the cars 
of the Collins Park and Belt Railroad 
Company will run past the Kimball house. 

“Again referring to Mr. Woodruff's re- 
marks concerning the alleged disability 
of cars of two companies operating over 
the same double track, I might state 
that the system of discipline which it is 
proposed to use in operating the Collins 
Park and Belt Railroad Company can 
hardly fail to be superior to that now in 
force on the Consolidated company’s 
lines. It 1s proposed to use the civil 
service system of discipline which we 
for street railway work 
on the same lines as the Brown system 
of discipline for steam railroad work. 
Practically nine-tenths of all accidents 
on street railways are due to a lack of 
discipline and by the use of a system 
better than anything the Consolidated 
company is using, We will obviate largely 
the danger of accidents on our own lines 
and not add to the danger of accidents 
when operating on thetrs.

It seems that Mr. Joel Hurt, 
president of the Trust Company of Geor- 
gia, has sworn to and filed an answer in 
asuit attacking his consolidation 
roads, in which sworn answer he re- 
pudiates Mr. Joel Hurt individual, and 
thereby attacks his own right and au- 
Uhority to speak the truth in an interview 
which he published. This is bad enough, 
but the really sad part of it is his repu- 
diation of poor Woodruff. It seems that 
Woodruff, as president of the Atlanta 
Railway Company, wrote a letter to the 
mayor of Edgewood, and in this answer, 
sworn to by President Hurt, he sits down 
upon Woodruff's authority or right to 
bind anybodyeby writing the truth to 
Mayor Smith.

“Whether we consider the south from 
a standpoint of agriculture or manufac- 
ture, the two @reat sources of wealth,

interest to her people. The single plant 
upon which, more than any other, the 


human race depends and the products of 
Which enter more fully into human econ- 
omy as food, clothing and shelter than 
any other article the world produces. The 
products of the plant, ready as it grows 
in the flelad practically for direct conver- 
sion into its most important uses. It is of- 
ten stated that the cotton fiber Is the only 
one which nature prepares ready in the 
field for spinning. It is almost impossible 
to overestimate this advantage. 

“It Is not my purpose to discuss 
question of production, consumption 
prices. It 1s sufficient to sav that 
duction has, barring some special cir- 
cumstances, generally kept abreast of 
and sometimes a little ‘ahead of consump- 
tion; vet, with an ever widening market

and an ever extendine circle of uses for 
the products of the cotton plant. there 
has come an ever increasing demanAl, so 
that it is safe to say that we are a lerg.

Certain Facts To Be Faced.

For practical purposes the stn 
may almost be said to hive a moncepols 
of the business for the character ci ect- 


tom that she raises... Were prices to reach 
the level where less favored counir'es 
could’ compete, the south would to that 
extent lose her pre-eminent position in the 
cotton world. ’ 
~And finally, the price that the spin 
ner pays the world over for the lint frum 
this plant (that practicatly nature puts 
into our hands ready for spinning) is out 
of all proportion to the price that we 
ee from it at the point of producticn. 
n , 


other words, the cost of marke.ing 
Our cotton crop is eut of all propo cle hm. 
“Further, as a conclusion for tne rheve 
statements, We are foreed to the ron'va- 
tion that this condition must be che reed. 
First. as a matter of pr >ii‘able raising 
of cotton, and second, as « matter of the 
south maintaining her supremacy in cot- 
ton production 
“This brings me back to a point that 
amidst this wonderful advance in the 
south there has been one, almost her 
Sreatest interest, that has stood still. 


“What changes have been made in the

Members Declare for Exemption of 
Municipal Taxaticn on Man- 
ufactories. 

The last session of the Industria] League 
convention yesterday morning was one 
of the most important of the three days’ 
meetings. A resolution was offered and 
adopted declaring for the exemption of 
municipal taxation on manufactories and 
the complete ticket of officers was elect. 


ed by a unanimous vote of the conven- 
tion. 
Major D. C. Ball, of St. Louis, who 


was to have delivered an address on ‘“The 
Necessity for Cotton Baling Reform’ was 
unable to attend the 
Captain T. B. Blake 
and read the paper. 

The president's gavel called the conven- 
tion to order shortly after the usual) hear 
set for the morning session and the au- 
ditorium was comforta”ly ‘illad. Captain 
Evan P. Howell and Capiain Vluka ce- 
cupled seats on the president's platform. 

President Orr made a short statement 
telling of Major Ball's unavoidable ab- 
sence and explaining that the paper which 
had been prepared for the occasion would 
be read by Captain Blake. He then in- 
troduced Captain Howell. 

Captain Howell said that he did not in- 
tend making a speech, as he «ame only 
for the purpose of introducing to the ccn- 
vention his friend, Captain Blake, whom 
he had known for a

He then related several anecdotes hich 
put the convention in a good humor and 
resumed his seat on the platform amidst 
applause. Captain Blake was well recciy- 
ed and thanked the convention for the 
privilege accorded him to speak for Ma- 
jor Ball, who had been unable to aitend. 


Major D. C. Ball’s Paper. 

The paper read was, in part, as follows: 

“IT think that the southern man, more 
than any other, is best able to judge of 
the extent. of southern progress, lle 
knows better than is possible for anv one 
to picture the utter depletion of re sources 
and the awful conditions from which the 
start was made by the men who are to- 
day still largely identified with a levelop- 
ment in almost every line that has sim- 
ply been the wonder of the civilized world. 

“It is not for me to picture that un- 
paralleled progress, nor is it necessiry. 
It stands an accomplished fact that will 
form a part of the proud records of hu- 
man achievement. 

‘Perhaps only the older men who first 
took up the burden with the full realiza- 
tion of its weight can realize this tie- 
mendous achievement, but even we 
younger men, who quickly follow their 
example, can Dut wonder at the t-emen- 
dous strides of that development. 

“There are none of us, when we come 
to those ‘breathing spaces’ that even 
the busiest career demands, when we 
stop to look back even a little way that 
are not astonished at the growth from day 
to day and year to year. And as we 
trace back by the natural grouping intu 
periods there comes to us an ever increas- 
ing admiration for the men and the meth- 
ods and conditions that have accompiish- 
ed this inconceivably rapid progress. We 
have been making history in the south 
so that today that development is the 
great pride of the: nation. 

“But this growth, after all, as com- 
pared with the southern resources of 
people and country, is but fairly getting 
under way, and it behooves us all to see 
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‘incalculable 


ing and consuming, has been aroused to 
the evils of at least the material side of 
the question. F trust that I may be par- 
doned for recalling with pleasure that 
way back in the early nineties (a long 
Ways off in cotton development). a_ gse- 
ries of correspondence with the depart- 
ment of state at Washington resulted in 
my propounding questions for our consuls 
at the various cotton producing -as well 
as cotton consuming countries of = the 
world, with resulting publications by the 
department of state, along in the years 
ISM4-9% and later, that have resulted in 
good. And permit me to 
state right here that this point was the 
one from which my interest in the round 
bale originated. For it was while tn this 
search for information as to the world’s 
methodsy views and requirements in cot- 
ton handling and the earnest considera- 
tion of its possibilities that I learned of 
the efforts that were being made to make 
a bale of cotton by rolling up a lap from 
the condenser. A careful investigation ot 
the possibilities of the, I might say, ‘pre- 
di@ed machine,’ convinced me as it must 
convince any other man from the prac- 
tical standpoint of an experienced cotton 
man, that here was the key to the prob- 
lem of the cheaper marketing of cotton 
and thereby a solution of the other prob- 
lems that I have presented. 

“It did not take long to determine that, 
with the perfection of that machine, a 
bale could be produced practically at the 
doors of the farmer in such shape that 
we could cary gut nature's intention to 
take the lint from the hands of the farm- 
er and put it directly into the spinning 
marhinery in the mills of the world. This 


due to the world-wide consumption of 
barring only the necessary transportation 
cotton, 


“Without enlarging on the practical ap- 
plication of.this theory to vast quantities 
of cottof within the brief period of five 
vears from its first conception, I return to 
the starting point; and that Is that the 
keynote of the entire system is that the 
is put up ready for the spinner 
still In the hands of the farmer, 
and.with full responsibility of the maker 
as regards all the requirements of the 
spinner attaching to that bale., 


Cotton Baling Reform. 


“And that brings me back specifically to 
the subject of my address, ‘The Necessty 
for Cotton Baling Reform.’ We must 
face the fact that cannot be successfully 
controverted, that the principal source of 
waste, expense and loss to the farmer In 
the present square bale methods of mar- 
keting cotton Hes in the bale itself. 

“IT cannet do better than quote from 
some of the utterances in regard to the 
American square bale of cotton and the 
methods of marketing that follow from 
the manner in which cotton is thus put 
up: 

‘“*'The most -atroclous, barbarious, un- 
safe, wasteful and unsultabie package in 
which any staple of commerce is put up 
anywhere,’ is the description the eminent 
cotton authority, the Hon. Edward At- 
kinson, gives of the customary compressed 
American bale of cotton. Another writ- 
er declares that ‘America is the laughing 
stock of the world’ because of the waste- 
ful manner in-which this great crop of 
300,000,000 and upwards anunal value is 
handled in this country. 

‘In Cotton Facts (edition of December, 
1897) Hon. A. B. Shepperson, the great 
statistician, says: 

“The old style of American cotton bale 
is put up in such an unscientific manner 
as to make its transportatio&A, its stor- 
age, its marine and fire insurance dearer 
for the same weight and value of cotton 
than any other cotton of commerce. From 
the defective methods of baling there ts 
greater loss in weight In transportation 
and from theft, greater damage by wet, 
dirt, dust, fire, ete., and greater loss to 
the mills from the practically useless 
bagging and ties and the frejght on them 
than any other kind of cotton. The loose- 
ly woven bagging (which is often partly 
torn from the bales) does not protect 
the cotton from wet, dirt, dust or fire, 
and after befng stripped from the bales is 
of so little value that it Is sold by many 
mills as ‘old Yank’ for about half a cent 
per pound. The steel ties or bands are 
often sold by the mills as old metal for 
one-quarter of a cent per pound. The 
bagging on a bale weighs twelve to four- 
teen pounds and the ties about ten pounds, 
eq that on every bale of cotton the trans- 
portation has to De paid on about twen- 
ty-three pounds of bagging and ties.’ 
“Here he enumerates some of the 
‘charges’ and says further: 

‘“‘T+ js the universal custom to have 
“nlanters’ "’ square bales compressed by 
powerful ‘‘compressors” hefore shipment 
by ocean steamers or to anv considerable 
distance by railroad, as t'§'s process re-

The defective baling of American cot- 
ton has been the subject of frequent re- 
monstrances to our cotton exchange from 
the great exchanges of Europe.’ 

The Enormous Loss and Waste. 

“The enormous waste and loss resulting 
from the condition in which our cotton 
arrives at foreign ports has been made the 
subject of a series of special reports by 
the United States consuls in Europe. 
These brought before the cotton 
the evils of the present methods of hand- 
ling, more prominently than ever before. 
They are now recognized and the southern 
press and people are clamoring for a 
change. 

“To effect any material rhange In the 


system it is necessary to strike right at 


| the root of the evil, and that is the first 


the | 
or | 


putting up of the eotton. 

“Cotton as at present put up in square 
bales and as now handled offers no induce- 
ment for better work. It really offers a 
premium for false packing in its varied 
forms, provided it can go through without 
discovery. 

“The cotton is put up in the crudest 
manner, the wads an dflakes as they come 
from the condenser being jammed down 
into a box, and there in a measure ‘press- 
ed,’ resulting in the crinkling and crush- 
ing and tangling of the fiber. Then a cov- 
er of ‘open-mesh jute,’ that is more in- 
flammable than cotton itself, and some six 
iron Lands, are placed around this bale to 
hold this mass of cotton together. This it 
only partially does, much of the cotton be- 
ing exposed, and thereby suffering largely 
from damage, waste and theft, and on ac- 
count of the enormous fire risk, entalling 
vast direct annual loss and expense for in- 
surance. Owlng to the manner of packing, 
a stray spark catching upon the exposed 
fiber, or the still more inflammable jute 
fibers, a fire is caused that {is almost un- 


of compressed air contained in the bale. 


it rapidly eats its way inward, the fire 
existing often after a week or weeks of 
entire submersion of the bale. With a 


hot fire the bands burst and the complete 
destruction of the bale is inevitable. 

“Not only do the bagging and ties fail to 
afford protection, but they add about 
twenty-three pounds average freight 
the bale. 

“From the gin to the mill the bale us- 
ually passes through the hands of three to 
five sets of handlers. The usual custom its 
that every time it changes hands the buy- 
er samples, weighs, examines and insures 
the bale, This requires the employment of 
i great number of men, much labor, ex- 
pense, duplicating and reduplicating 
charges, with the result also of serious 
loss in weight. 

‘‘In shipping, the uncompressed bales are 
loaded on an average of scant twenty-five 
bales to the car, or about one-fourth the 
weight capacity of the car, and necessari- 
ly the rajlroads must make the rates based 
upon the carrying capacity of the car. 
Then, at great expense, with frequently 
long delays and enormous risk, the bales 
are ‘concentrated’ at the compress, where 
it an expense usually of 50 to 65 cents per 
bale they are reduced to about one-half in 
bulk. Then itn due course reloading to 
ibout fifty Lales per car, or but little more 
than one-half the weight capacity of the 
car. If for export, as about 70 per cent 
f all American cotton is, it is generally 
screwed into tbe vessel, at an expense of 
3% to 40 cents per bale, and this process 
more often than not involves serious mu- 
tilation of the cotton, and corresponding 
mutilation in ‘breaking out’ the packages 
at destination. The condition of the ® 
nackages is best described in some of the 
consular reports. 

“Then comes a great variety of charges 
similar to those upon this side of the wa- 
ter, entailed by the character and condi- 
tion of the bales. Finally, in most cases, 
the forwarding to the mills on the Euro- 
pean rallroad in but half-loaded cars. Yet 
necessarily, there as elsewhere, the rates 
made are hased upon the full loading ca- 
pacity of the car and the light a tual load- 
ing of the cotton. 

“Necessarily, with all these wasteful 
ind expensive processes, opportunities are 
given for serious abuses, aggregating 
enormous losses, 

The Expense of Handling Cotton. 

“It is surely not necessary to prove 
that all these losses, wastes and expenses 
fall upon the cotton producer. / 

“Under a proper system some of the 
present expenses of handling cotton can 
be eliminated, but by far the greater part 
of them must attach to the old shape and 
character of package, the square baie, and 
material reform and economy can be ac- 
complished only by striking at the root 
of the evil, in the first putting up of the 
bale itself. 

“rt have no complaint to make at any 
effort toward improving the character of 
the package. Every cent of expense ellm- 
inated must eventually result in the farm- 
er getting a better price for his cotton. 
Without in any manner being the means 
of bringing this association into the ‘war’ 
that is being waged (and naturally so) by 
those who are interested in retaining the 
old-time methods, I am justified In de- 
claring here, as always, that any savings 
that are possible by so-called ‘uniform 
bales,’ and ‘heavier bagging’ and all that 
sort of makeshift, are so far from secur- 
ing any real benefit and are so trivial as 
compared with the immediate savings se- 
cured by the round lap bale method, 
that as a commercial problem their efforts 
are utterly unworthy of serious consider- 


to 


ation. The only manner in which they do 
actually concern either this association, 
which stands for southern development 


and progress, or the community at large, 
is the temporary result, In special cases, 
of these efforts to bolster up the old meth- 
ods for the sake of saving private invest- 
ments and permitting the continuance of 
the practices of those who have made vast 
sums of money by the use of these meth- 
ods and the imposition of these charges, 
which the farmer and the ginner the 
world over are trying to get rid of. It is 
unfortunate that a plain statement of the 
facts cannot be made in every community, 
so that each might judge. But there is no 
more question in this case than there ever 
is, that the more economical methods will 
prevail. 
interested connection with the round 
Lale system, by personal view Is that of 
every southern man who knows the facts, 
viz, that it is unfortunate that the efforts 
of those combatting the improved method 
of baling should retard what is so evident- 
ly to the community's advantage. 


“This, however, is but a momentary 
struggle. Ere we know it, this, too.4as 


with the many trials of the south, will 
a thing of the past, and the south will be 
in the full enjoyment of the method that 
means such yast economies in the mar- 
keting of her great crop.
